The Wages of Farm Laborers. 


The annual report of the statistician 


of the Agricultural Department gives in- 
teresting facts concerning farm labor 
and wages. In the Pacific and mining 
States and Territories wages for farm 
labqrerj, without board, range between 
$30 75 in Montana, and $24 50 in 
Washington Territory. Of the Northern 
States, east of tbe Missouri, Minnesota 
pays her farm laborers best, the wages 
with board being $16 33, while Ver- 
mont pays only $12 60. In the South- 
ern States tbe prices paid range from 
$12 26 in Louisiana, to $7 32 in Sonth 
Carolina. The cost of subsisting the 
laborer for the average of the whole 
country, in 1880, is $7 18 a mouth, 
against $7 14 in 1879. The demand 
(or laborers is good in all sections.

•tretches of alkali deserts, however, 
that give every indication ol having 
been the beds or bottoms of eitberseas 
or lake. Down in Lincoln county there 
is a spring of i«e cold water that bubbles 
up over a rock, and disappear* on the 
other side, and no one has been able to 
find where the. water goes. At another 
point in the same county is a large 
spring about 20 feet square, that is, ap- 
parently, only some 18 or 26 inches in 
depth with a sandy bottom. The sand 
can be plainly seen, bat on loafing 
closer it is perceived tnst this sand is in 
perpetnal state of unrest.

Tho upper 
deck is divided into a large cabin, sa- 
loon and staterooms. Altogether these 
vessels present a model of strength aud 
utility. Them is upon the stocks a 
grhin barge, 225 feet keel, 42 feet beam' 
aud 6 feet depth of bold. This barge is 
expected to draw 9 inches when unload- 
ed. The work is progressing speedily, 
the keel and most oi the ribs having 
been laid within a few days. The great 
dredger, which is in coarse of c> ustruc- 
tion, is an object of considerable inter- 
est.
